Halifax goes dark to honour WWI

In the early days of August 
1914 — just as Canada en¬ 
tered World War I — Brit¬ 
ish Foreign Secretary Sir 
Edward Grey famously re¬ 
marked, “The lamps are go¬ 
ing out all over Europe. We 
shall not see them lit again 
in our lifetime.” 

On Monday night, if 
you happen to be gazing at 
downtown Halifax between 
10 and 11 p.m., you might 
notice the lights going out 
at city hall, the MacDonald 
Bridge and the Town Clock. 

Unlike Grey’s portent 
of doom, the extinguish¬ 
ing of the lights represents 
Halifax’s contribution to 
the #LightsOut campaign, 
a global effort to recognize 
the centennial anniversary 
of World War I by going 


dark for an hour. 

“It was very easy to get 
the city involved in this,” 
said Corinne MacLellan of 
the Great War Centenary 
Society, speaking at the 
Army Museum at Citadel 
Hill where commemorative 
events will take place Mon¬ 
day. 

“Halifax played such an 
important role in World 
War I. Almost every solider 
left from here.” 

Days before the anni¬ 
versary on Aug. 4, mem¬ 
bers of the Halifax Citadel 
Regimental Association 
were parading through the 
grounds, dressed in World 
War I-era uniforms. 

Upstairs in the Army Mu¬ 
seum, a scale replica of the 
Vimy Ridge memorial in 
France dominated a room 
devoted to Canada’s World 
War I history. 

“People are impressed by 
it,” said Jim Jollota, a volun¬ 
teer, pointing to the grace¬ 
ful spires of the memorial. 
“The response we’ve gotten 
has been great.” 

One of the key figures in 
organizing all World War I 
activities at the Hill is Hal 


Thompson of Parks Canada. 

He said the anniversary 
has particular significance 
in the context of ongoing 
armed conflicts in Gaza and 
Ukraine. 

While total war on the 
scale of World War I is un¬ 
likely today, Thompson 
said, that doesn’t mean that 
lessons can’t be learned. 

“Compared to the War of 
1812, which we did a couple 
years ago, people know 
more about World War I,” 
he said. “They know about 
Flanders Fields and trench 
warfare, at least.” 

With commemorative 
events scheduled over 
the next four years, many 
people will know a lot more 
about World War I than 
they do now — and it will 
all start with an hour in the 
dark.

Toronto lawyer 
to handle 
Howe's appeal

A high-profile defence law¬ 
yer from Toronto has joined 
Lyle Howe’s appeal team. 

On Thursday, Brian 
H. Greenspan of the firm 
Greenspan Humphrey 
Lavine confirmed via email 
he is working on Howe’s 
appeal. 

Greenspan was called 
to the bar in 1974, was 
the founding chair of the 
Canadian Council of Crim¬ 
inal Defence Lawyers, and 
he received the G. Arthur 
Martin Medal for contribu¬ 
tions to criminal justice in 
Canada in 2010. 

His former clients in¬ 
clude Justin Bieber, Naomi 
Campbell and Omar Khadr. 

Howe, a suspended 
Halifax lawyer, was sen¬ 
tenced to three years in a 
federal prison on Wednes¬ 
day for sexually assaulting 
a 19-year-old woman three 
years ago. 

A jury trial found Howe 
guilty of sexual assault in 
May, and not guilty of the 
charge of administering a 
stupefying substance. 

In Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court, Chief Justice Joseph 
Kennedy accepted a joint 
recommendation of a three- 
year sentence from defence 
attorney Phil Star and the 
Crown. 

Star told reporters the 
appeal of Howe’s convic¬ 
tion was filed before the 
sentencing Wednesday.

A Halifax woman says she was 
so outraged to see the name 
of the victim in the Lyle Howe 
case published online Thurs¬ 
day that she didn’t hesitate to 
call police. 

“Her name ... was almost 
like this weapon that they had, 
and they were waiting to pull 
it out,” said Nicole Pettipas. 
“Somebody needs to stand up 
and say no.” 

Howe was sentenced Wed¬ 
nesday to three years in prison 
for sexually assaulting the 
woman three years ago. 

Public Prosecution Service 


Nicole Pettipas, concerned citizen 

spokesperson Chris Hansen 
said the victim’s identity is pro¬ 
tected by a publication ban. 

But on Wednesday night a 
post including the woman’s 
name appeared on the Face- 
book site of the 6,100-member 
group “Justice for Lyle Howe.” 

The post was published 
under the profile of the 
spokesperson for the group, 
David Sparks. 

“It was my hope that ... 
we would prove Lyle’s inno¬ 
cence,” reads the post, which 
was reproduced in screen- 
shots on Reddit and Twit¬ 


ter with the victim’s name 
redacted. “That his one-nite 
fling with (the victim) was 
consensual ... and that Lyle 
would be vindicated.” 

Sparks didn’t return mes¬ 
sages Thursday seeking to ver¬ 
ify the authorship of the post, 
which Pettipas said was deleted 
around midday. 

Pettipas said the post had 
been up for 13 hours when she 
captured it in screenshots mid- 
morning Thursday. 

“They put it out there full 
well knowing what it’s going 
to do,” said Pettipas. “I don’t 


know if people are now calling 
or harassing (the victim).... Who 
knows?” 

Hansen confirmed it’s up 
to the police to investigate 
any complaints involving the 
breach of a publication ban. 

Pettipas contacted Halifax 
police to file a complaint and 
was mistakenly referred to 
the Crown attorney’s office. 

She said the Crown’s at¬ 
torney’s office has acknow¬ 
ledged the mistake and prom¬ 
ised to contact police about 
her complaint. 

She said that anyone who 
publishes the victim’s name 
ought to face consequences. 

“It was put on there to 
shame the victim of a rape, 
and that to me is unaccept¬ 
able,” Pettipas said. 

None of her allegations have 
been proved in court.

Visitors and tourists alike 
can once again hit the trail at 
Cape Split. 

The trail at the provin¬ 
cial park was closed due to 
safety concerns on July 4 as 
post-tropical storm Arthur ap¬ 
proached. 

The storm toppled and 
destabilized dozens of trees 
and the province kept the 
park shut down until safety 
concerns along the eight- 
kilometre trail could be ad¬ 
dressed. 

Natural Resources Minis¬ 
ter Zach Churchill announced 
at a news conference at Cape 
Split July 31 that the trail 
was officially reopened, a day 
ahead of schedule. 

“We heard that this was 
urgent from the community 
and we acted appropriately 
and efficiently and thank¬ 
fully we were able to get the 
park open ahead of schedule,” 
Churchill said. 

He said there was pressure 
to reopen the trail sooner but 


the safety of visitors trumped 
other concerns. 

The biggest challenge was 
the remote location, which 
made it difficult to bring in 
large equipment, he said. 

Kings-Hants MP Scott Bri- 
son said he hikes Cape Split 
with his dog, Simba, four or 
five times a year. 


“Getting outside and enjoy¬ 
ing what Mother Nature has 
to offer in places as beautiful 
as Cape Split is actually not 
just good for the body and the 
heart, it’s actually good for 
the soul,” Brison said. 

Cape Split attracts 15,000 
visitors each year.

N.S. debt hits 
all-time high, 
deficit balloons 


Up, up, up. Deficit 
‘related to events that 
were out of control 
of any government': 
Finance minister 


Nova Scotia’s deficit ballooned 
in the last fiscal year and its net 
debt reached an all-time high, 
the provincial government re¬ 
vealed Thursday 

The audited financial state 
ments for 2013-14 show that 
the deficit grew to $678.9 mil¬ 
lion, nearly $200 million from 
what was forecast in December, 
and the net debt climbed to 
$14.8 billion. 

Finance Minister Diana 
Whalen blamed the higher- 
than-expected deficit on an un¬ 
anticipated drop in revenues, 
higher departmental expenses 
and a one-time adjustment to 
the public service pension plan. 

“A lot of this, as large as it 


is and as concerning as it is, is 
actually related to events that 
were out of the control of any 
government,” said Whalen, 
citing a drop in personal and 
corporate income tax, as well 
as the harmonized sales tax, 
which together make up the 
bulk of provincial revenues. 

Total expenses for the fiscal 
year ending on March 31 were 
$10.8 billion, about $460 mil¬ 
lion more than estimated. 

This increase was primarily 
due to a one-time $318.9-mil- 
lion pension valuation adjust¬ 
ment. But it also included a 
$69.7-million rise in depart¬ 
mental expenses driven by 
environmental remediation 
projects, increased caseloads 
within the Community Ser¬ 
vices Department and higher 
snow removal and salting costs 
during an abnormally harsh 
winter. 

Whalen pointed to an inter¬ 
nal program review being led 
by Premier Stephen McNeil as 
proof of the government’s com-

mitment to identify possible 
cost-saving opportunities. 

The province’s opposition 
parties accused the govern¬ 
ment of lacking direction. 

“People are tired of hearing 
about governments studying 
things,” said Tim Houston, the 
Progressive Conservative fi¬ 
nance critic. 

“We need to see govern¬ 
ments take some action. 
We need results now, in the 
present.” 

The Liberals were elected in 
October of last year, taking over 
from the NDP partway through 
the fiscal year.

excuse to own an arcade ma¬ 
chine,” Harris-McDonald said 
with a laugh. 

After becoming frustrated 
with the versions of old games 
on modem consoles or a com¬ 
puter about a year ago, Harris- 
McDonald said he went on a 
hunt for the true “joystick and 
button experience.” 

It’s a different experience 
using the controls the game 
was designed around, Harris- 
McDonald said, adding there’s 
something special about play¬ 
ing a game you haven’t seen in 
20 years. 

Because many second-hand 
machines need extensive re¬ 
pairs, Harris-McDonald said 
renting the games seemed like 
the best way to pay for their 
upkeep.

10th anniversary fest 
proves opera is not just

A crowd of young people chat¬ 
ted and broke into song as they 
left a Mount Saint Vincent Uni¬ 
versity classroom Thursday, 
putting away a long pink wig 
and Roman helmet. 

From outside in the hall¬ 
way, a girl yelled, “I found my 
penis!” 

Laughter, a safe place to ex¬ 
periment — and any props you 
may need to enhance your role 
— are part of the daily routine 
for members of the Halifax 
Summer Opera Festival. 

Sharon Tikiiyan, a 31-year- 
old from Toronto, has attended 
the festival and month-long re¬ 
hearsals for five years and said 
opera is not all stuffy. 

“This was ... the Beatle- 
mania of its time,” Tikiiyan 
said with a laugh. “It was al¬ 
ways for eveiyone.” 

For the 10th anniversaiy 
season, artistic director Nina 
Scott-Stoddart said she wanted 
a mix of shows to attract both 
the public and performers 
across North America, so Or¬ 
pheus in the Underworld by 
Jacques Offenbach was a great 
fit. 

The operetta is a satire 


based on the Greek myth of 
Orpheus and Euiydice. Audi¬ 
ences will recognize the 
famous “Cancan” tune done by 
the demons of Hades, she said. 

“It’s light, it’s very sexy, it 
was totally scandalous for the 
French in their day.” 

Other operas include Rus- 
alka, the original Slavic tale of 


a water nymph that was adapt¬ 
ed into the Little Mermaid, and 
Handel’s Giulio Cesare. 

Scott-Stoddart said the fes¬ 
tival has “exploded” since its 
first season with nine perform¬ 
ers and three staff to more than 
80 performers and 25 staff. 

“It’s good opera sung by 
passionate, incredibly talented 


young people,” said Scott-Stod¬ 
dart. 

“This is just something 
young, edgy.” 

She said the festival should 
stay small enough to focus on 
individuals but added that she 
hopes to eventually offer schol¬ 
arships for singers who can’t 
afford the program fee.

All the festivities mean 
street and bridge closures 
throughout the weekend, and 


residents should check the 
HRM website for a complete 
list. 

NSLC stores in HRM will be 
open Monday between 12 p.m.

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Israel, Hamas agree to 72-hour 
ceasefire, U.S., UN announce 



Humanitarian truce. 

Israeli and Palestinian 
delegations are expected 
to travel to Cairo, Egypt, 
to begin talks on ending 
the conflict 


Israel and Hamas have agreed 
to a 72-hour humanitarian 
ceasefire beginning Friday, 
during which time there will 
be negotiations on a more dur¬ 
able truce, the United States 
and United Nations announced 
Thursday. 

At least four short humani¬ 
tarian ceasefires have been 
announced since the conflict 
began, but each has been 
broken by renewed fighting. 

A joint statement released 
simultaneously in New Delhi, 
where U.S. Secretaiy of State 
John Keny is travelling, and at 
UN headquarters in New York 
said the U.S. and UN had got¬ 
ten assurances that all parties 
to the conflict had agreed to an 
unconditional ceasefire. 

An official at Israeli Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netanyahu’s 
office confirmed that Israel had 


agreed to a 72-hour truce begin¬ 
ning at 8 a.m. local time Friday. 
Hamas spokesman Sami Abu 
Zuhri said the Islamic militant 
group was also in agreement. 

During the ceasefire, Kerry 
said Israel will be able to con¬ 


tinue its defence operations 
to destroy tunnels that are be¬ 
hind its territorial lines. 

Palestinians will be able 
to receive food, medicine and 
humanitarian assistance, buiy 
their dead, treat the wounded 


and travel to their homes. 

Israeli and Palestinian dele¬ 
gations are expected to travel 
to Cairo for talks with the 
Egyptian government aimed at 
reaching an end to the conflict. 

At least 1,441 Palestinians 


have been killed, three-quar¬ 
ters of them civilians, since 
hostilities began on July 8, ac¬ 
cording to Gaza health min¬ 
istry officials. Israel says 56 
soldiers, two Israeli civilians 
and a Thai agricultural worker 
have died. 

In Geneva, the UN High 
Commissioner for Human 
Rights Navi Pillay accused both 
Israel and Hamas militants of 
violating the rules of war. 

She said Hamas is violating 
international humanitarian 
law by “locating rockets within 
schools and hospitals, or even 
launching these rockets from 
densely populated areas.” But 
she added that this did not ab¬ 
solve Israel from disregarding 
the same law. 

The Israeli government, she 
said, has defied international 
law by attacking civilian areas 
of Gaza such as schools, hospi¬ 
tals, homes and UN facilities. 

Palestinians have fired 
more than 2,850 rockets at Is¬ 
rael, while Israel has launched 
more than 4,000 strikes against 
Hamas-linlced targets, includ¬ 
ing rocket launchers and 
mosques where it says weapons 
were being stored.

First inspection made of 
Malaysian jet crash site 


Two weeks after a missile 
brought down Malaysia 
Airlines Flight 17, an inter¬ 
national team of investiga¬ 
tors reached a wreckage site 
in eastern Ukraine on Thurs¬ 
day that remains bitterly con¬ 
tested between government 
forces and pro-Russia separa¬ 
tist rebels. 

For the families of the 
victims, it was an important 
start in locating and recover¬ 
ing bodies still rotting in the 
fields and building a case 
against those who perpetrat¬ 
ed the tragedy. 

As the investigators — two 
apiece from the Netherlands 
and Australia — made an in¬ 
itial survey of the area short¬ 
ly after lunchtime, mortar 
shells rained down on fields 
in a nearby village. Despite 
the lingering signs of risk, the 
team called their one-hour in¬ 
spection a success. 

For days, clashes along 
routes to the wreckage site 
had kept investigators from 
reaching the area to find 



and retrieve bodies that have 
been lying in open fields 
where midsummer temper¬ 
atures have hovered around 
32 C. 


But after negotiations, the 
investigators were allowed 
through the final rebel check¬ 
point before the wreckage 
site at the village of Rozsy- 
pne. A rifle-toting militiaman 
then fired a warning shot to 
prevent reporters from ac¬ 
companying the convoy on 
Thursday afternoon. 

The militiaman, who gave 
his name only as Sergei, said 
there was still fighting in 
Rozsypne as the Ukrainian 
army continues an offensive 
to take back territoiy from 
the rebels. 

Australian Federal Police 
Cmdr. Brian McDonald said 
the visit was only a prelimin¬ 
ary survey before more com¬ 
prehensive recoveiy work. 

“We had a quick inspec¬ 
tion of the site. Today was 
more about an assessment 
of the site than it was of a 
search,” said McDonald. 

Up to 80 bodies are still at 
the site, said Australian For¬ 
eign Minister Julie Bishop.

Sierra Leone 


Soccer team 
barred from 
travelling over 
fears of Ebola 

The Sierra Leone soccer 
team has been banned 
from travelling to the 
Seychelles for an African 
Cup of Nations qualifier 
because of fears over the 
deadly Ebola virus. 

Players and officials 
were barred from board¬ 
ing a plane Thursday in 
Nairobi, Kenya, that would 
have taken them to the 
Seychelles capital of Vic¬ 
toria for Saturday’s game. 

The BBC reported that 
Seychelles immigration 
authorities decided not 
to allow the Sierra Leone 
party to travel to the Indi¬ 
an Ocean island because of 
Ebola. The virus has killed 
more than 700 people in 
the West African countries 
of Sierra Leone, Guinea, 
Liberia and Nigeria. 

The BBC also said Sey¬ 
chelles forfeited Saturday’s 
game and a place in next 
year’s African Cup as a 
result.

Canada’s public health agency 
has issued a travel notice about 
the Ebola outbreak in three Af¬ 
rican countries. 

But it is not following the 
United States in warning cit¬ 
izens not to travel to Liberia, 
Guinea and Sierra Leone — at 
least not yet. 

The notice from the Public 
Health Agency of Canada notes 
that dozens of cases of Ebola 
virus infection have been re¬ 
ported in those countries. 


And it adds that Nigeria’s 
ministry of health has reported 
its first death due to the virus. 

But it adds that the World 
Health Organization does not 
recommend that any travel or 
trade restrictions be applied to 
the African countries in rela¬ 
tion to the outbreak. U.S. health 
officials are warning Americans 
not to travel to countries hit by 
the outbreak, which has killed 
more than 700 people this year.

Unlucky in love. Lawyer 
sues bride, says she ditched 
him after gettinga visa 


First came love, then came 
marriage, then came the law¬ 
suit by a Kamloops, B.C., lawyer 
who says his Vietnamese bride 
ditched him after getting a Can¬ 
adian visa. 

Rod McLeod has filed a no¬ 
tice of claim in B.C. Supreme 
Court, seeking money from 
Nguyen Xuan Bach Phung. 

The two met on a social-net¬ 
working site in July 2009, court 
documents say. 

The next month, McLeod 
travelled to Vietnam to meet 
Nguyen. 

They married three months 
later in a ceremony in Vietnam, 
after which McLeod sponsored 
Nguyen and her two children 
for immigration to Canada. 

Throughout the relation¬ 
ship, before his wife was 
granted a visa, McLeod said he 
transferred money to Vietnam 
for Nguyen to invest, as well as 
cash for living expenses. 

McLeod said Nguyen prom¬ 
ised him she was not using the 
marriage as a means to gain 
residency in Canada. 

The immigration process 


took two years, but Nguyen and 
her children were granted visas 
in November 2011, court docu¬ 
ments say. 

They arrived in Vancouver 
on Dec. 29,2011. 

Court documents say 
Nguyen “began to limit com¬ 
munications” with McLeod 
immediately after arriving in 
Canada, communicating only 
through text messages, even 
though they were residing in 
the same house in Kamloops. 

McLeod claims Nguyen 
would leave the room as soon 
as he entered and alleges she 
refused to let him eat with her 
or her children. 

She left McLeod on Jan. 5, 
2012, seven days after arriving 
in Canada. 

According to court docu¬ 
ments, however, McLeod con¬ 
tinued to pay Nguyen’s living 
expenses until die following 
summer, when her daughter 
returned to Vietnam and her 
adult son became employed. 

The couple was divorced in 
September 2013.

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Confessions 
from ‘Big’ 
stings are 
unreliable 


Supreme Court. 

Confessions deriving 
from ‘Mr. Big’ 
police operations 
must be presumed 
inadmissible 


Confessions extracted through 
so-called Mr. Big police sting 
operations tend to produce un¬ 
reliable confessions, are open 
to abuses and must be pre¬ 
sumed inadmissible in court, 
the Supreme Court of Canada 
ruled Thursday. 

The decision by the coun- 
tiy’s highest court calls into 
question the convictions of 
Canadians behind bars across 
the countiy and has the poten¬ 
tial to reduce wrongful convic¬ 
tions, say civil-rights advocates 
and legal experts. 

In a majority decision, the 
court ruled that stings like 
the one used to convict a New¬ 
foundland man of drowning 
his three-year-old twin daugh¬ 
ters are fraught with risks. 

Nelson Hart was initially 
convicted of first-degree mur¬ 
der in 2002 in the drowning 
deaths of his daughters, Krista 
and Karen. At his trial, court 
was told that Hart demonstrat¬ 
ed for undercover officers, pos¬ 
ing as members of the mafia, 
how he drowned the girls by 
shoving them into the waters 
of Gander Lake, N.L. 

But the conviction was 
overturned in 2007 by the 
province’s appeal court by a 2-1 
margin. The ruling questioned 
the reliability of his confession. 


'Mr. Big’ 


Confessions derived from 
the stings are believed to 
be unreliable. 


• Unplanned confession. 

In 2002, Nelson Hart con¬ 
fessed to two undercover 
officers that he drowned 
his two girls. 


• Overturned. Despite his 
conviction, the ruling 
was reversed in 2007 . 


On Thursday, the Supreme 
Court justices ruled that Hart’s 
confession during the sting 
operation cannot be used 
against him should he face an¬ 
other trial. The court further 
ruled that Hart’s charter rights 
may have been violated, with 
Canada’s legal system not ad¬ 
equately protecting the rights 
of people subjected to Mr. Big 
stings. 

In its judgment, the court 
said that prosecutors must 
prove a Mr. Big confession is 
admissible by showing it’s reli¬ 
able, and that it won’t unfairly 
prejudice a crime suspect dur¬ 
ing court proceedings. The 
Crown must also prove the 
confession was not obtained 
via police coercion, or was 
facilitated due to a suspect’s 
mental health or addiction 
issues. 

Mr. Big operations involve 
undercover officers posing as 
gangsters belonging to a ficti¬ 
tious organization to gain con¬ 
fessions to crimes.

Moncton shooter fit 
to face judge, jury 

A New Brunswick man 
charged with fatally shooting 
three RCMP officers and 
wounding two others in 
Moncton has been found fit 
to stand trial and chose to be 
tried by judge and juiy. 

Justin Bourque, who faces 
three charges of first-degree 
murder and two counts of at¬ 
tempted murder, underwent 


a psychiatric assessment 
that concluded Bourque is 
competent and mentally fit 
for trial. 

“Mr. Justin Bourque in 
my opinion does not meet 
the criteria for a defence of 
not criminally responsible,” 
provincial court Judge Irwin 
Lampert said, reading aloud 
the assessment’s conclusions. 

Lampert ordered the docu¬ 
ments sealed at the request 
of the defence, feeling it com¬ 
promises his ability to have a 
fair trial, the Canadian press 


First Nations 


Feds'transparency 
legislation called 
‘an imposition’ 

A political leader in the 
Northwest Territories says 
there are concerns over the 
federal government’s new 
law requiring the salaries of 
First Nations chiefs be posted 
online. 

Dene National Chief Bill 
Erasmus, who is also the 


Assembly of First Nations’ 
regional chief for the North¬ 
west Territories, says his 
people are not opposed to the 
concept of accountability and 
transparency. 

However, he says the 
problem is that the federal 
government’s new legislation 
is “an imposition” on First 
Nations’ governments. 

“The chiefs are committed 
to being accountable to their 
people, not to the federal 
government or the public,”

EU slaps more sanctions on Russia 


Malaysia Airlines. 

Following the downing 
of a passenger jet, EU 
has sanctioned some of 
Russia’s biggest banks 


The European Union on 
Thursday revealed the details 
of its broad economic sanc¬ 
tions against Russia, including 
the names of five major banks 
that will see their access to the 
28-nation bloc’s capital mar¬ 
ket curtailed. 

The banks, in which the 
Russian state holds a majority 
stake, include the country’s 
largest lender, Sberbank. The 
others are Gazprombank, 
VEB, VTB bank and Ros- 
sellchozbanlc, also known as 
the Russian Agricultural Bank. 

The latest sanctions were 
announced Tuesday, but the 
names of the targeted firms 
and other details were only 
released Thursday. The pack¬ 
age of punitive measures also 
includes an arms embargo 
and the prohibition to export 
some oil exploration technol¬ 
ogy used for deep-water drill¬ 


ing, Arctic oil exploration 
and production, or shale oil 
projects. Finally, the sanctions 
also forbid the export of so- 
called dual-use goods, which 
can be used for militaiy and 
civilian purposes, whenever 
they are destined to Russia’s 
militaiy. 

The EU is Russia’s biggest 
trading partner. 

The sanctions with the 
most immediate effect are 
those targeting the banks be¬ 
cause they will make it harder 
for Russia’s already ailing 
economy to get access to fi¬ 
nance and further spook inter¬ 
national investors. The United 
States also imposed similar 
sanctions on Russian banks. 

The EU beefed up its sanc¬ 
tions against Russia over what 
it decries as Moscow’s med¬ 
dling in Ukraine after the 
downing of a Malaysia Air¬ 
lines passenger jet earlier this 
month over eastern Ukraine, 
which killed all 298 people 
aboard. The U.S. and Ukraine 
say the Boeing 777 was shot 
down by a missile fired from 
areas controlled by pro-Rus- 
sian separatists.

Poles are posting photos 
of themselves with apples 
along with mocking com¬ 
ments online to protest a 
Russian ban on Polish food. 

Russia will begin ban¬ 
ning imports of most fruit 
and vegetables from Poland 
on Friday for what it says are 
violations of health regula¬ 
tions and documentation 
procedures for some Polish 
produce. 

The ban is expected to 
mostly affect Polish apples. 
Poland is Europe’s largest 
producer of apples. 

The newspaper Puls 
Biznesu called for a show 
of solidarity with apple 
producers, urging people to 
eat more apples and drink 
cider. People responded with 
humorous posts on Twitter 
under the hashtag #jedzj- 
abllca — Polish for “eat 

apples.” THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 



IMF calls on Canada to hike gas taxes 


The International Monetaiy 
Fund says Canada and other 
countries can improve their 
economies and environment 
by hiking energy taxes — while 
cutting them on people and 
capital. 

In a new book, Getting 
Energy Prices Right: From Prin¬ 


ciple to Practice, the IMF es¬ 
sentially endorses policies — at 
times advocated by the federal 
Liberals and NDP — leading 
to what some have termed a 
“green shift” in the taxation 
system. The Conservative gov¬ 
ernment, however, has rejected 
carbon taxes. 


The IMF aruges countries 
should tax energy to such a 
level that the revenue pays 
for energy’s environment and 
health costs. 

The IMF attempts to calcu¬ 
late the cost of carbon energy 
— coal, gas, motor diesel and 
natural gas — for 156 countries 


and proposes precise taxation 
levels for each country to im¬ 
plement. 

For Canada, the IMF says 
gasoline should be taxed at 
about $0.55 US a litre instead of 
the current 36 cents, and road 
diesel at about $0.64 per litre, 
instead of the current 42 cents. 


In an email response, Fi¬ 
nance Minister Joe Oliver said 
the Canadian government re¬ 
jects the recommendations. 

“We will not impose a 52 
per cent increase on gasoline 
and diesel taxes, which would 
hurt consumers and business¬ 
es,” he said, the Canadian press

U.S. scientists create 
see-through mice to 
get detailed look at 
inner anatomy 

Researchers have found a way to 
make mice see-through — not 
while they're alive, and for 
research only — to help scientists 
study fine details of anatomy. 

Before they are treated with 
chemicals, the animals are 
euthanized andtheirskinis 
removed. Researchers make 
theirinner organs transparent, 
but nottheir bones.The result 
looks like a rodent-shaped block 


of gelatin, with the organs held 
in place by connective tissue and 
a gel used in the procedure. 

Scientists have been able to 
maketissuestransparentto 
somedegreefora century. Last 
year, atechniquethat produced 
see-through mouse brains made 
headlines. Such treatments 
revealfar more detailthan X-rays 
or MRI exams could deliver. The 
new work is the first tomakean 
entiretransparent mouse. 

Mice are mainstays of 
biomedical research because 
much of their basic biology is 
similarto ours and they can be 
altered in waysthat simulate 
human diseases.

blockbusters haven’t been 
much fun this year. Sure, 
we’ve had giant robots, ac¬ 
tion galore and some edge-of- 
our-seat moments, but from 
the xenophobia of Dawn of 
the Planet of the Apes to the 
daddy issues and nuclear 
nightmares of Godzilla, the 
season’s tent-pole movies 
have been a bit gloomy. 

Guardians of the Galaxy is 


a tonic for the troops. An old- 
fashioned space opera, it’s a 
wild ride and the most pure 
fun blockbuster since the 
first Iron Man movie. 

Did you have as much fun 
at it as I did? 

Mark: Richard, I gener¬ 
ally don’t care for space op¬ 
eras, but this one’s a game- 
changer. 

Its debt to Star Wars is 
enormous, with Chris Pratt as 
Luke Skywallcer, Zoe Saldana 
in the Carrie Fisher role, and 
the raccoon and the tree as 
R2D2 and CP30. 

But then its originality 
takes flight — literally — and 
the movie becomes its own 
unique creation. Unlike Star 
Wars, it has a great sense of 
humour about itself, and if 
you don’t fall in love with 


the talking raccoon with the 
Brooklyn accent, you’re as vil¬ 
lainous as the bad guys in the 
movie. 

RC: Totally, it’s filled with 
one-liners, sight gags and 
funny moments that play 
off the more standard block- 
buster-style action and battle 
scenes. 

Pratt has an offhand deliv- 
eiy that recalls Harrison Ford 
in Han Solo mode, Cooper 
does wisecracks like a skilled 
Catskills comic and (almost a 
spoiler ) there’s Baby Groot to 
up the cute factor. 

They supply the light mo¬ 
ments, but despite Cooper’s 
presence, this isn’t The Hang¬ 
over in space; it’s an all-out 
action movie with a blithe 
spirit. 

The only bits that dragged 


for me were the set-up scenes. 
Did you find the exposition 
got in the way occasionally? 

MB: I don’t think you 
watch this movie for the plot 
anyways. 

But the very first scene, a 
waaaay too serious deathbed 
scene between a boy and his 
mother, left me with a bad 
taste and it took me awhile to 
recover from it and enjoy the 
movie. 

It isn’t all that far from 
the old Flash Gordon serials, 
except that eveiy piece of 
technology is beyond state- 
of-the-art and the makeup is 
wonderfully imaginative. 

My biggest beef? 

The bad guys have bad dia¬ 
logue. And they deliver their 
lines in the standard three- 
octaves-lower register of vil-

lains in haclcier flicks. 

RC: By the time the end 
credits roll, however, none 
of our gripes matter much 
because the movie is so much 
fun. 

MB: The movie is so much 
fun it actually enjoys itself. 
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Chadwick Boseman had to channel James Brown through multiple 
personas and pompadours, contributed 


He didn’t Feel Good 
about role in biopic 


Get on Up. Actor 
Chadwick Boseman 
was reluctant to play 
the iconic James Brown 


A year after playing Jackie Rob¬ 
inson in 42, Chadwick Bose¬ 
man was back in biopic spring 
training. 

To become James Brown for 
the film Get on Up, Boseman 
needed to rely on an entirely 
different skill set. But the prep¬ 
aration necessaiy to transform 
into a tireless performer like 
Brown — “the hardest working 
man in show business,” after 
all — was oddly reminiscent 
of working out on the baseball 
diamond. “I was like, ‘This is 
deja vu,’” says Boseman. “I’m 
waking up in the morning and 
lacing them up. Doesn’t mat¬ 
ter whether it’s cleats or if it’s 
leather shoes.” 

For the second time, Bose¬ 


man has stepped into some 
veiy big ones. A largely un¬ 
known actor previously, the 
32-year-old Boseman has 
emerged with back-to-back 
biopics of 20th centuiy titans: 
one the revolutionaiy breaker 
of baseball’s colour line, the 
other the Godfather of Soul. 
Both were unstoppable forces 
that blazed across civil rights- 
era America. One could steal 
home; the other could do the 
Mashed Potato. 

Tackling one such historical 
figure is daring; two is auda¬ 
cious. It wasn’t Boseman’s idea. 

“There’s no way in the 
world,” Boseman says was 
his initial reaction to playing 
Brown, still sounding genu¬ 
inely resistant to the idea. Not 
only was playing such a com¬ 
plicated, iconic personality like 
Brown a fearsome challenge, it 
also could potentially typecast 
Boseman in a biopic bubble. 

“I felt like if I keep doing this 
biopic thing, then all I’m going 


to get is biopics,” says Boseman. 
“I was already getting all biopic 
scripts.” 

But director Tate Taylor (The 
Help) pressed. He brought Bose¬ 
man in to read a scene in the 
movie of Brown at 63 and was 
immediately won over by the 
fresh-faced Boseman’s ability to 
transform into the legend late 
in life. “I thought; This is the 
guy. Please let him be able to 
learn how to dance,” said Tay¬ 
lor. But it took weeks of coax¬ 
ing: “Chad’s point of view was, 
‘Nobody should do this. It’s just 
not even possible.’” 

Brown’s vocals are used dur¬ 
ing performances in the movie, 
but the part required Boseman 
to play Brown across time and 
pompadours. He had to find 
the voice, the moves, the 
posture and the persona, 
and hope somewhere in 
there was the man, too. “ft 
was all daunting, to be hon¬ 
est with you,” sighs Bose¬ 
man. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

Get on Up, produced by Brian 
Grazer, went through many 
iterations. At one point, 

Spike Lee was to direct. Later, 
Mick Jagger, who frequently 
crossed paths with Brown 
and took much inspiration 
from him, came on board as 
a producer. (Jagger is also 
producing an upcoming 
documentary about Brown, 
directed by Alex Gibney.) 

The film, which opens this 
weekend, skips across 
Brown’s expansive life, from 
the Georgia poverty of his 
hard upbringing to his more 
cartoonish and violent later 
years (James died in 2006). 
Get on Up attempts to syn¬ 
thesize all of Brown’s many 
dimensions: tyrannical band 
leader, musical visionary, 
funk preacher, _ do¬ 
mestic 
abuser.

Sharknado2 
takes big bite 
out of ratings 

Syfy says its sequel to the 
horror spoof Sharlcnado 
snapped up 3.9 million 
viewers Wednesday night. 

The film, officially 
titled Sharlcnado 2: The 
Second One, nearly 
tripled the 1.37 million 
viewers who saw last 
summer’s premiere of 
the original Sharlcnado 
film. 

Meanwhile, Nielsen 
estimates that 5.5 mil¬ 
lion people saw one or 
more of the 581,000 
tweets posted during 
the airing. At one point, 
the film held all top 10 
trending topics in the 
United States.

Pop’s ponytailed star is 
shining bright on cusp 
on new album release 


Ariana Grande is the new 
princess of pop, topping the 
charts with her addictive 
single Problem, impressing 
critics with her thick, gliding 
vocal range and maintaining 
an image that her young 
Nickelodeon fans can vibe 
with, signature ponytail and 
all. 

The 21-year-old is having 
the best time of her life. But 
it’s also the worst. 

Her grandfather, with 
whom she had a veiy close 
relationship, died last week. 

“I personally felt like I’ve 
been not as appreciative as I 
could be of the music success 
I wanted all my life because 
I’ve been distracted by my 
grandfather and his health 
and this being such a dark 
time,” she said in an inter¬ 
view. 

Grande said she hasn’t had 
much time to “sit back and 


realize and just enjoy” her 
musical breakthrough, and 
what’s coming next may not 
allow any time for it. 

Her sophomore album, My 


Everything, arrives Aug. 25 
at midnight, moments after 
the MTV Video Music Awards, 
where Grande is nominated 
for three moonmen. She re¬ 


leased Bang Bang this week 
with Niclci Minaj and Jessie 
J, which quickly topped the 
iTunes charts. The Iggy Aza¬ 
lea-assisted Problem, which 


has sold 2.6 million tracks 
so far, is spending its 13th 
consecutive week in the Top 
10 and another single, Break 
Free, is a rising radio hit. 

“What’s so attractive 
about Ariana is, No. 1 she’s 
an extraordinary talent, No. 
2 she’s an exceptional ac¬ 
tress, and the third part of 
it — which makes her a tri¬ 
ple threat — is she has this 
wildly successful fan base on 
the Internet unlike anything 
we’ve seen in some time,” 
said Monte Lipman, the CEO 
and chairman of Republic 
Records who signed Grande 
when she was 17. 

MTV reprised its Total 
Request Live for a day for 
Grande. Amy Doyle, the 
network’s executive vice- 
president of music and talent 
programming strategy, said 


MTV sat down with Grande’s 
team to plan ways to help 
launch her new album. 

“If TRL was around today, 
Ariana would be a fixture in 
the same way Britney (Spears) 
was when Britney was of the 
moment,” said Doyle, who 
said the network had been 
thinking of ways to bring 
back TRL, but hadn’t come up 
with the right idea until they 
thought of Grande. “She was 
absolutely the perfect artist 
to do that because her fans 
are active and she’s very so¬ 
cial.” 

The triumph in music 
comes a year after Grande 
released her debut, Yours 
Truly, which featured the 
multi-platinum Top 10 hit 
The Way and drew com¬ 
parisons to Mariah Carey.

Lady Gaga is a bona fide pop 
star, but the singer says re¬ 
cording jazz music was easier 
than pop. 

Gaga has spent two years 
recording an album of jazz 
standards with Tony Bennett 
called Cheek to Cheek, to be 
released Sept. 23. 

“You know, it’s fanny, 
but jazz comes a little more 
comfortable for me than pop 
music, than R&B music,” 
Gaga said in an interview 
Monday. “I’ve sung jazz since 
I was 13 years old, which is 
kind of like my little secret 
that Tony found out. So this 
is almost easier for me than 
anything else.” 

Gaga made the comments 
with Bennett by her side 
ahead of the duo’s taped per¬ 
formance at Jazz at Lincoln 
Center in New York City for 
PBS, which will air in the fall. 
The album’s first single, a cov¬ 
er of Cole Porter’s Anything 
Goes, was released Tuesday. 
Other selections from the 
Great American Songboolc 
that appear on Cheek to 
Cheek include It Don’t Mean 
a Thing (If It Ain’t Got That 
Swing), Sophisticated Lady, 
Lush Life and the title track. 

The 28-year-old and 
87-year-old Bennett first col¬ 
laborated on his Grammy-

winning, platinum-selling 
2011 album, Duets II. Bennett 
said fans will be impressed 
with Gaga’s vocal perform¬ 
ance on the upcoming al¬ 
bum.

“And they’re gonna say 
they had no idea that Tony 
dressed so crazy,” Gaga add¬ 
ed, as Bennett smiled. “When 
you come out in your meat 
dress, Tony, nobody is going 
to know what’s going on.” 

Cheek to Cheek is Gaga’s 
first release since last year’s 
Artpop. Bennett released a 
collaborative album with 
Latin singers in 2012 called 
Viva Duets.

The iconic former home 
of the late Michael Jackson 
is reportedly set to be sold 
off by Colony Capital, which 
bought out Jackson’s $23-mil- 
lion mortgage on the brink 
of foreclosure in 2008, ac¬ 
cording to Radar Online. 

The Santa Barbara County 
property has been assessed 
at a value of $27 million US, 
but Colony is apparently 
hoping it could fetch up to

• 1 tbsp (15 ml) water 

• 1 1/2 English cucumbers 

Gazpacho 

• 1 1/2 cups (375 ml) tomato 
juice 

• 1 cup (250 ml) cubed stale 
bread 

• 1 red bell pepper, seeded and 
chopped 

• 1 tomato, diced 

• l onion, diced 

• 1/2 English cucumber 

• 2 tbsp (30 ml) red wine 
vinegar 

• 2 tbsp (30 ml) olive oil 

• 1 clove garlic, peeled 

• 1/2 tsp (l ml) celery salt 

• Tabasco sauce, to taste 

• 1/3 cup (75 ml) 35 % cream 

• Salt and pepper 


Cucumber Jelly 

1. In bowl, sprinkle gelatin 
over water; let bloom 5 mins. 

2. Cut 1/4 cup (60 ml) of the 
cucumber into small dice and 
the remaining cucumber into 
cubes. Set aside. 

3 . In a blender, puree the 
cubed cucumber until smooth. 
Strain. You’ll need 1 cup (250 
ml) of cucumber juice. 

4 . In microwave or small sauce¬ 


pan, heat gelatin with 1/4 cup 
(60 ml) of cucumber juice until 
completely dissolved. Add the 
remaining juice and the diced 
cucumber. Stir to combine. Sea¬ 
son with salt and pepper. 

5 . Spoon the jelly into the bot¬ 
tom of six 1-cup (250 ml) serv¬ 
ing glasses. Cover and refriger¬ 
ate for 6 hours or overnight. 

Gazpacho 

1. In blender, puree all ingredi¬ 
ents, except cream, salt and 


pepper, until smooth. Adjust 
seasoning. Refrigerate 1 hour. 

Assembly 

1. In a bowl, whip cream until 
stiff peaks form. To serve, pour 
gazpacho on cucumber jelly 
and top with whipped cream. 
Season with pepper and garnish 
with fresh herbs of your choice.

Fraser looks forward to the 
Moncton race “most of all” 
eveiy year because it’s at the 
track closest home, as the only 
round held in Atlantic Canada. 

“Last year it was the best 
round I had was there, so I’m 
looking forward to hopefully 
doing even better this year.”
